When the U. F. A. convention 
resolutions were put before the gov- 
ernment early in the session, one of | 
them pointed out the necessity of a) 
redistribution, At that time, the | 
premier told the U. F. A. representa. | 
tives that the time was near when | 
the government must take redistri- | 
bution into consideration. | 

When the premier made this state- / 
ment the report of the advisory com- | 
mittee on taxation was not yet! 
ready. The committee was expected 
to make some report and sugyes- 
tions concerning the advisability or 
inadvisability of adopting the county | 
system. But when the report came) 
in it contained merely a statement | 
that the subject of the county sys- 
tem required more study.

OF EGYPT, SARWAT | 


PASHA, HAS RESIGNED —! 
CRISIS IN EGYPTIAN POLI) 


TICS; OLD CABINET NOT CON. | 
CILIATORY TOWARD GREAT 
BRITAIN 


London, March 5.—Sarwat Pasha, | 
| premier of Egypt, having failed to} 
induce his colleagues to adopt a 
}eonciliatory attitude toward Great | 
Britain, has resigned, The resulting 
| political situation in Egypt today | 
| was regarded as most uncertain and 
complicated, The premier resigned | 
lafter handing Lord Lloyd, British 
high commissioner for Egypt, a note | 
| rejecting the proposed Anglo-Egyp- | 
tian treaty. It was announced that | 
he quit office for reasons of health, | 
but his resignation and rejection of 
the treaty were forecast several days} 
ago. 


Sarwat was understood to have | 
wanted to be conciliatory, but the 
other members of the cabinet, who 
ave influenced by the Nationalists, ; 
were antagonistic to him. Although | 
he presented the reply as head of the | 
ministry, it was believed that Sar- | 
wat disassociated himself from its | 
statements, 

It was understood that the note, 
stated the terms of the proposed | 
treaty to be unacceptable and they | 
were held to be incompatible with | 
the independence of Egypt in that} 

y imply that Great Britain has | 
the right to occupy Egypt. This, 
the Egyptian government refuses to | 
udmit. 

Great Britain, on the other hand, | 
was understood to have agreed to} 
recognize Egyptian independence by | 
raising the high commissioner to an | 
ambassador, and to recognize Egypt | 
as competent to join the League of | 
Nations. 

Whether the cabinet followed Sar- 
wat into retirement was not known 
here, dispatches being conflicting. 

May Call on Nahas Pasha 

If King Fuad accepts Sarwat's, 
resignation, one assumption is that , 
he will call upon Nahas Pasha, who 
succeeded Zagloul Pasha as head of 
the Nationalists, to form a cabinet. | 
Should the Nationalists be unwilling | 
to assume the responsibility of form. | 
ing a cabinet, it was regarded as | 
probable that the Egyptian parlia- 
ment might be dissolved. 

The rejection of the proposed | 
treaty put Anglo-Egyptian relations | 
back to the position they occupied 
in 1922 when Great Britain granted 
Egypt conditional independence.

be made, they will not remedy the 
fundamental cause of automobile 
accidents . 

Penalties must stand, and they 


must be heavy, to achieve results. 

But the worst menace to traffic 
safety is not the fellow who can be 
deterred by heavy penalties, but the 
idiot who has not enough mentality 
and judgment to be deterred by any 
thing. 

The keynote of traffic safety is 
not so much control of the driver 
as elimination of the hopeless driver. 

The law will not allow irrespons- 
ible persons to wander around with 
revolvers in their pockets. To carry 
a gun, one must satisfy the author- 
ities that one is careful and respons- 
ible. 

Yet the law permits any fool who 
has a dollar for a license to get be- 
hind the wheel of a machine that 
is potentially as deadly as 20 guns 

Increase the penalties for motor 
vehicle offenses by all means, But 
first institute laws that will pre- 
vent those of unfit mentality and 
unfit temperament from driving. 

To definiely and finally bar unfit 
drivers from the road would not only 
increase traffic safety 75 per cent,

Coming 
West to Winnipeg, he was given 
mission work in that city, where he 
has remained up to the time of his 
death, In 1918 he was appointed 
archievist for the Church.
